J. W. CURRY, K.C., A VETERAN 
IN THE PUBLIC BEHALF. 


Present Anti-Combine Movement Re- 
calls a Fighter of a Few Years Ago 
Who Has Many a Trophy of the 
Chase After Law-Breaking Cerpor- 
ations—He Saw Strenuous Days In 
Toronto's Criminal Courts. 


It seems to be one of the divine dis- 
pensations of this world that her 
strong men shall give up a part of 
their hey-duy to the service of their 
fellows betore they turn to the work 
of securing their own rewards for 
themselves and their families. It is 
quite a common thing to-day to find 
men when they have done very well 
by themselves turning to public ser- 
vice and philanthropic pursu.ts as a 
sort of hobby, but they never bring 
to it the enthusiasm and the energy 
that is the mark of the younger man. 


He is young, he is strong and the 
world lies before him. So we find 
him essaying big feats and putting 


them through against odds that would 
terrify the amateur public servitor. 
He dovs large things in a large way, 
his name is blazoned forth in the 
papers, and presently after a hard 
day's work well done he steps out for 
a recess while he puts his own affairs 
in order. And the public which rea- 


lizes in a dim unrepentant sort of 
way that its public men are rarely 
paid as much as they can make 


working for themselves, takes off its 
hat for a moment and then proceeds 
to forget. 

There are two saving graces, how- 
ever, to the whole affair. One is the 
fact that the man himself does not 
much care. The other is that such a 
man is bound to keep cropping up by 
reason of the same force that put him 
where he was. 

A case in point is that of James 
Walter Curry, K.C., of Toronto, for- 
merly crown attorney of that city. It 
is interesting in these cays of anti-

|. W. Curry was born in Port Hope 
in 1854. He was educated in the pub- 
lic and high schools of that town, and 
in 1874 he entered Queen’s University 
from which institution he graduated 
in 1878, Three years at Osgoode Hall, 
and in 1881 he was called to the Bar. 
His first pleading was done in Port 
Hope and there, and in Millbrook, he 
spent the next eight years. They 
were years profitably spent for in 1889 
when he went to Toronto he was at 
once made acting crown attorney, and 
filled thet post with such success and 
such protit to the city that in Isu3 
when the office became vacant he was 
named to fill it 

Those were great days in the To- 
ronto criminal courts. It was the era 
of the giants when Bigelow and Mur- 
doch and Nicholas Murphy and J. G. 
Holmes flourished in their might and 
the court rooms in which they fought 
out their were gladiatorial 
arenas where legal strategy replaced

met and trident and thundered rhe- 
torie did instead of clash of steel. 
Tom Robinette and Harry Drayton 
were later comers into that group, 


and Hartley Dewart eventually came 
in as county crown attorney. Strange- 
ly enough, J. W. Curry is the only 
man of the early circle who remains 
to tell of the feats of arms that were 


pulled off before Col, Denison and 
the county judges in the nineties.

Curry smote them manfully in his 
regime and it was a long time before 
the “hundred per cent.’’ traders 
throve again in Toronto, ‘Then the 
fake building associations.

His work, too, was the 
civic corruption investigation, as a re- 
sult of which several men went to 
Central Prison for stuffing ballot 
boxes. 

When at last he decided to step out 
and do a little work for J. W. Curry 
just by way of a change, after seven- 
teen years in the public employ, he 
received testunonials from his #sso- 
ciates such‘as might make a man well 
Satisfied with his record, 

“You have been the most 
crown attorney we have ever 
the city of Toronto,” said Col. Deni- 
son, on the farewell day and the 
“eadi’s’’ remarks prefaced the presen- 
tation of a handsome watch and 
chain, a set of silverware, and a gold 
Stick pin on behalf of the officials of 
the court and police department. All 
of which goes to show that now and 
again people say uice things about a 
man without waiting until he dies. 

Mr. Curry has the common weak- 
ness of lawyers, a leaning toward the 
game of politics. He started in 18373 
in a bye-election in bast Durham, 
and, omitting the term of his crown 
attorneyship, when he had to sit on 
the fence and eat his heart out watch- 
ing other fellows fight, he has never 
missed a cauipaign. In 1908 he went 
up against Alex. McCowan as Liberal 
eandidate for the Legislature, but the 
Whitney wave was too great for hit, 
and he finished next. 

And this, by the way, is the only 
chance. He could never be lured back 
into preaecuting in behalf of the 
crown, He has had his share of that 
and has come well by his laurels. But 
maybe—just maybe—after he has as- 
sured’ himself against visits from the 
wolf, a fighting chance for a law- 
maker's berth will lure him back in- 
to the public service, Law-maker’s 
Seats are deadly bait for men of law.

Manitoba's First Locomotive to Adorn | 


Park, 
The iocomotive, “Countess of Duf- | 
ferin’’ famed as being the first loco- 


motive ever seen in Manitoba arrived 
in the Winnipeg early in May from 
Golden, B.C. lt was expected that 
the engine would be brought from 
Golden on its own wheelbase but this 
was found to be impracticable, It 
was therefore raised on to a flut car 
which was duly billed to General 
Manager George J. Bury, at Winni- 
peg. ‘The car arrived in the local 
freight sheds in due time and it was 
unloaded in the yards und rem<ved 
to the Winnipeg shops. Here it will 
undergo a thorough overhauling and 
will be put in as good condition as its 
age permits. It will be re-painted and 
made attractive in appearance and 
then in all probability will this sum- 
mer find a last resting-place in tne 
park facing the Canadian Pacific de- 
pot on Higgins avenue, Winnipeg. It 
will call up many an old reminiscence 
to the pioneers who were opening up 
the West when this old-timer appear- 
ed on the scene to make trauspurta- 
tion easier, Its coming marked a new 


era, the passing of the old ox-curt 
and the advent of railroads, Supt. 
John McLellan, in speaking of tue 


Countess of Dufferin said that he saw 
the old locomotive first in 1878. It 
had been brought to Winnipeg two 
years before, in 1876. It was brought 
down the Red River on a barge as 
ut that time there was no rail lead- 
ing into the city.

Canadian Reforms Finances, 

The part that newspaper men some- 
times play in public affairs has been 
demonstrated by certain events In 
New York recently. As the outcome 
of reform in the financing of New 
York City there was a reduction in 
the amount of money required to ad- 
minister the city government for the 
first three months of this year of near- 
ly $22,000,000, and a consequent sav- 
ing to the city of $240,000 in interest 
charges, a8 compared with the same 
period of 1909, This new method of 
handling the public fupds was ‘the 
direct’ result of o Fories of il)amine- 
ase articl’s writtea for The *%ew Vork 
Tribune by the well-knowu Canadian 
journalist, William Richmond Smith. 
Mr. Smith has been a member of the 
editorial staff of The Tribune for 
some time and has lately won wide 
recognition as an expert on municipal 


tinance. The subject is not a new 
one with him for it will be remem- 
bered that some years ago when a 


resident of Montreal he went to Eng- 
Jand at the request of a number of 
leading business men and made an 
impartial investigation of the working 
j}of municipal ownership. The result 
of his enquiry was published in book 
form and the volume is one of the 
most thorough expositions of the pros 
and cons of the subject extant,

It is stated that a comparison of 
aauge records for a period of twenty 
years shows that the land surround- 
ing the great lakes is being gradually 
tilted froin northeast to southwest at 
such a rate that of two points 100 
miles apart the northern rises tive 
inches with reference to the southern 
in one hundred years. At Chicago the 
lake level rises about one inch in 
ten years. It is predicted, therefore, 
that should this movement continue 
in about 3,000 years all the upper 
lakes will discharge into the Illinois 
River, the Detroit and St. Clair rivers 
will flow backward, carrying the wat- 
er of Lake Erie into Lake Huron, 
and the Niagara River will run dry.

greater 
Why the enormous rise? The main 


reason, so far as our own times are 
concerned, is that wealthy Indians,

The present high scale was set at 
Queen Victoria’s Jubilee, when large 
sums were paid for reoms from the 
windows of which the procession 
could be seen. Few rooms, however 
small, could be hired for than 
10 guineas, and for many 150 guineas 
was demanded and paid, A large 
building on the route, being empty, 
was secured for the day by an enter- 
prising individual for 1,000 guineas, 
and he had no reason to repent his 
outlay, 

On the occasion of Queen Victoria's 
funeral the Jubilee rate for seats was 
confirmed. In St. James’ street £10 
had to be paid for a single chair, 
while seats which a few days before 
the procession were offered for 3 
guinees afterwards fetehed 5 guineas 
A window which let when Lord 
Roberts came home for £210 found a 
hirer at £400 on the oceasion of the 
Queen's funeral. As it will hold only 
fifty people at the utmost, the hirer 
must have charged pretty heavily for 
every seat in it. Again, some rooms 
in Piccadilly let for as much as 200 
guineas 

High as these figures are, however, 
they were surpassed in several - 
stances. The most remarkable ‘‘de 
in connection with the funeral was 
that of a gentleman who took a man- 
sion near the Marble Arch for the day 
for the amazing sum of £1,500!

The dry weather which has 
obtained so far this year has been 
rather disheartening, especia ly 
to the people who have come 
into the district this spring. It 
has taken away the hopes of a 
bumper crop which the early 
opening of the season aroused 
Those who have been in the 
country for some years past know 
that this 1s a very unusual 
season, and that it is not likely 
to recur again fora decade. It 
must be remembered, also, that 
the drought seems to be general 
all over Western America, and 
that it is being felt all over the 
northern hemisphere. It may 
also be some consolation to know 
that we are pow us badly offe.s 
some districts, where the crop is 
a total failure. Furthermore, 
the irrigation scheme is proving 
a great benefit, though many of 
the farmers have deferred using 
it until now, as thes have been 
constantly expectly rain almost 
every day from the threatening 
appearance of the sky. It has 
been one the most curious 
things about the weather this 
year that after the storm clouds 
have hing around tor severa 
days it starts to rain, and then 
about half-an-hour after fairs up 
for another dry spell.

This year’s experience should 
be a powertul inducement to 
farmers to take up mixed iarm- 
ing, instead of putting all their 
eggs in one basket, as most of 
them have been doing by going 
in tor grain raising exclusively. 
Hogs, hens, cattle, etc., are good 
money makers, and the farmer 
gets an income all the year round, 
instead of for only a few weeks at 
harvest time

The sleep of hibernation is a very 
different :matrer from the sleep of re- 
pose If it be complete, respiration 
can no longer be detected. A torpid 
bat when disturbed will heave a sign 
or two and, being left alone, again to 
all appearances cease to breathe. 

Submerged in water of a tempera- 
ture slightly higher than his own, the 
hedgehog not only continues to live, 


but appears to suffer neither incon- 
venience nor harm. Inclosed in an 
air-tight receptable, his atmosphere 


undergoes a change so slight that it 
affects him slightly, if at all. 

But circulation does not cease, As 
respiration diminishes the irritability 
of the muscles of the heart increases, 
and thus without the stimulation of 
oxygen, although much more slowly, 
the heart continues to beat. In the 
absence of the fresh air drawn into 
the lungs in times of activity, un- 
cleansed and unreinvigorated = and 
venous blood passes on to fill the 
whole system of circulation. . 

\ profound lethargy ensues, distin- 
guishable from death only by the 
slight beating of the heart. The waste 
is very small. The fat accumulated 
during the plenty of summer and au 
tuinn supplies all expenditure until 
the coming of spring, when earlier or 
later the hibernating animai, having 
no capital in reserve, begins to suf- 
fer the pangs of hunger. In respouse 
to the demand respiration very slowly 
increases. His oxidized blood flows 
more quickly, and his energy returns. 

Then the bat flies forth once more 
from the hollow tree in the wood to 
tind the warm dusk teeming with in- 
sect life, and the hedgehog comes, it 


may be, from the cavity under the 
gnarled roots below to tind beetles 
worms and slugs once more amoug 
the spring grass. 


Hibernation has saved both from 
death by starvation, but if their nooks 
had not been snug and wisely chosen 
they would not have been preserved 
from death by frost. 

The hiding place also must be se 
cret and free from intrusion, for the 
hibernating animal cannot bear to be 
suddenly roused. Even the little dor 
mouse, which comes out at intervals 
to feed, when in deep sleep must be 
carried indoors to the warmer temper:

FISHING IN FORMOSA, | 


Their Rods Superb, but Thetr Heeoks | 
Are Without Barbs, 

Three of us, two Americans and one 
Japanese, started out in jinrikishas | 
from Taipeh, the modern capital of | 
Formosa, or Taiwan, to go to the house | 
of a wealthy gentleman about eight | 
miles up the river which runs through 
the valley of Taipeh. The way ied 
through a beautiful and fertile country, 
the valley covered with the second crop 
of rice and the hil's with the famous 
Formosa tea shrub. After luncheon 
and after photographing some head 
hunting savages we found there we | 
proposed to fish for salmon trout at an 
altitude less than 250 feet above sea 
level and in latitude about 24 degrees 
40 minutes north, practically in the 
tropics. The temperature of the stream 
was about 70 degrees or higher, and the 
water was well aerated. This stream, 
from 60 to 100 yards wide, is clear and 
full of rapids and riffles. 

We used Japanese tackle—horsehait 
line and horsehair leader, the latter 
consisting of one strand only; a bamboo 
fod and a most delicate palmer tied on 
a small barbless hook. The rod is de- 
cidedly good and, weight for weight, | 
is stronger and a better caster than 
our jointed rod. It rarely weighs over 


| four ounces (mine weighed about two), 


but the line is practically worthless for 
casting as we understand the term, 
The ny is perfect, but the hook lacks 
strength, and the fish when hooked 
may easily detach himself in a current 
or an eddy or by fouling the line. We 
ail know how it is done from our expe- 
rience with pin hook and thread in 
the brooks at home. 

The Japanese, however, have another 
method of fishing which may be as new 
to some of our readers as it was to me. 
It is quite successful. They catch one 
fish in any way they can and then 
fasten the line securely through ita 
upper jaw, passing it through the roof 
of the mouth and out at the top of the 
upper jaw well in front of the eyes 
and then attach through the body of 
the fish not far in front of the tail a 
horsehair to which tied a three 
pronged barbless hook, which trails in 
line with the fish and a few inches be
